Communist military activity intensified in the 
southernmost provinces on 15-16 May, with nearly 60 
incidents of harassment and light shellings. More 
than half of the incidents including a five-round 
rocket attack directed at a division headquarters 
in the provincial capital occurred in troublesome 
Chuong Thien Province. The most significant incident 
to the north was a terrorist bombing in Quang Tin 
Province, which resulted in more than 50 casualties.
